Wstss F ra n c isc o News. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , June 24th.—The 
British bark Great Republic arrived 
yesterday from Liverpool. She re­ 
ports that on the 28tb oí Ma¿' in lati­ 
tude l l w 4 1 'north, longitude 114° 2U 
West the British bark Clavedon was 
boarded. She bad been abandoned 
and was on Are. Nothing was left but 
tbe mere iron shell and some of the 
still burning cargo. She appeared to 
have been coal laden. 
No signs of 
life were visible in the vicinity of the 
wreck. 
Michael Reese must be very hard up 
for ready cash on his own statement 
before the Board of Equalization. He 
swore that he had none; that his 
means were all locked up in real es­ 
tate, and that his bank accouut was 
overdrawn $700,000.

The Approaching Convention. 
St. L o u is , June 23.—A few addi­ 
tional delegates arrived to-day, Cali­ 
fornia being still incomplete. 
One 
prominent Alabama gentleman ex- 
Eresses his belief that most of the 
outhern delegates favor Tilden; next 
to Tilden Gen. Hancock was most in 
favor at the South, and had gained 
largely of late. 
Hendricks has but 
little strength there ; but he says the 
South is not dictatorial, and will ac­ 
quiesce in tbe strongest candidate. If 
the South has any demand to make It 
is that tbe nominee of the Convention 
shall be a man against whose loyalty 
to the Federal Government, during 
the late war, not even a shadow of a 
doubt can be attached. The nomina­ 
tion of Hayes by the Republicans has 
unsettled opinion in the South some­ 
what. With Blaine, Morton, or Conk- 
ling on tbe Republican ticket, Tilden 
was by all odds the man for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination; but his many neg­ 
ative qualities, and Hayes and the 
strength resulting therefrom, have 
modified its views.

Wholesale Massacres. 


L o n d o n , 
23d.—The 
Daily News 
publishes a letter from Constantino­ 
ple, dated the 15th, giving the details 
of atrocities committed in Bulgaria 
during the insurrection, and which is 
still continuing with unabated fury. 
The writer says all moveable property 
has been plundered, houses and vll- 
ages burned aud old and young, men 
women and ohlldren indiscriminately 
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slaughtered. Various estimates place 
the number of lives sacrificed at from 
18,o(X) to 30,000. The correspondent 
names 37 villages known to have been 
destroyed. There is not a girl over 
ten years of age in tbe village of Ser- 
ustitza. In the district of Philipopolis 
1,500 persons are known to hiave been 
killed. The village consisted of4,000 
houses, and was prosperous and peaoa- 
lul; every house has been burned.

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress Assem­ 
bled, That it shall be lawful for any 
six or more persons of the requisite 
age who maj’ be entitled to become 
citizens of the United States and who 
may have filed declarations of inten­ 
tion to become such, to organize and 
Bettle a pasturage district and acquire 
titles to pasturage lands under tho 
linaitatious and conditions hereinafter 
provided. 
Sec. 2. That all of the lands in that 
portion of the United States and Ter­ 
ritories where irrigatlou is necessary 
to agriculture are, for the purposes set 
forth in this act, classed a s pasturags 
lands excepting, first, ail lands which 
can be redeemed by irrigatiou, and 
for which there is ac ce ssib le water for 
irrigating a tract of land of not lees 
than six hundred and forty acres; eeo- 
ond, all lands bearing timber of com­ 
mercial value; third, all coal lands; 
and, fourth, all town sites or traota of 
ubiic laud on which towns'have been 
uilt and for the sale or dispose of 
wbioh provision has been made by 
law; And provided, That no person 
shall obtain title under th is aet to any 
mine of gold, silver cinnabar, oopper, 
or other mineral, for the sale or dis­ 
posal of which provision has hereto­ 
fore been made by law.

the intention of residing thereon and 
obtaining a title thereto under the 
provisions of this Ac t. 
S e c . 5. 
That within three years 
after the organization of a pasturage 
district, the residents therein, in their 
organized capacity, shall cause the 
district to be surveyed, and a plat of 
the same to be made, aud on this pl&t 
eaoh tract or parcel of land into wbioh 
the district is divided, such tract or 
parcel being the entire claim of one 
person, shall be numbered, and the 
measure of every angle, the length of 
every line in tbe boundaries thereof, 
and the number of acres iu each tract 
or parcel shall be inscribed thereon, 
ana the name of the district shall ap­ 
pear on the plat in full; and this plat 
and the field-notes of such survey, 
duly certified and sworn to before the 
register or the receiver of the United 
States Land Office, tbe clerk of the

thereof to each, and a copy shall be 
retained In the office of the register, 
aud the original shall be transmitted 
to the General Land Office for preser­ 
vation. 
S e c . 6. That any person applying 
for tbe benefits of this Act must con­ 
form to the methods provided by law 
for the acquirement or a homestead in 
sections 2289 to 2317 inclusive, of the 
Revised Statutes of the Uuited States, 
and may obtain a patent under tbe 
conditions and limitations therein 
provided, so far as they are applica­ 
ble and consistent with this Act. 
Sec. 7. 
That tbe lands patented 
under the provisions of this Act shall 
be described as pasturage fkrms, and 
designated bv the number ofthe tract 
or parcel and the name of the dietriot. 
S e c . 8. That it shall be lawful for 
the residents of the district who are 
owners and claimants of land therein 
to make such rules and regulations as 
they may deem wise for the use of 
waters iu such district for irrigation 
or other purposes, and for the pMtur- 
age of the lands severally or conjoint­ 
ly; but tbe same must accord with 
tbe provisions of this Act, and be sub­ 
ject to the laws of the United States 
now in force or which may hereafter 
be enacted; and tbe form or such rulee 
and regulations shall be prescribed by 
the Commissioner of Publio Lands.

Gov. Irwin has returned from the Yosemite 
valley. 
Certificate* erf discharge for thirty persons 
In the Slate Prison, whose terms have either 
expired or who have by good conduct had 
their terms diminished, are being made out 
at the Governor’s office. 
The banks and other principal business 
places in San Francisco have decided to take 
a three days’ holiday, from July 3d to the 5th 
Inclusive. 
The Times’ St. Louis correspondent says: It 
la now no secret that John Kelly Is working 
in ths Interest of Hsndrlcks. He has lately 
had several interviews with the Indiana del­ 
egation. 
The Timet’ W ashington dispatch says that 
the testimony taken by the Senate Commit­ 
tee at Jackson, Mississippi, shows a system­ 
atic series of murders, arsons, whipping», 
mobbtngs. etc., tor the crime of Republican­ 
ism. The perpetrators are not rebel soldiers 
who are after Republicans, but young bucks 
led by a few old planters. 
Congressman Hale was re-nominated in 
tbe lU tk Maine District yesterday. 
Up to noon Friday 10B cases of small pox 
bad been reported In San Francisco, includ­ 
ing eight Thursday and four Friday morulng. 
Three deaths occurred Friday,and three were 
reported yesterday morning, with three or 
four more momentarily expected. The dis­ 
ease Is Increasing in violence, and stronger 
measures are demanded on the part of the 
officials.

The Good Time Coining. 
Although money is abundant in our 
banks and may be had in large or 
small sums at the usual rate of inter­ 
est, on satisfactory security, there is 
still a general complaint of hard times 
and our business firms find it difficult 
to make their usual collections. The 
cry of hard times is general through­ 
out the State, and though we have 
suffered the calamity of a local bank 
failure, we are confident that the 
money stress is less stringent witli us 
than with many other communities. 
The monthly disbursement of about 
one hundred thousand dollars in this 
county by the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company has materially aided 
our community in financial matters. 
Notwithstanding the self - apparent 
fact that we are steadily, and more 
rapidly than might have been antici­ 
pated, recovering from the effects of 
the bank fuilure, we must still expect 
the lapse of four or five months be­ 
fore the arrival of the good time com­ 
ing. The farmers have been favored 
with abundant crops, and the harvest 
is upon us, but the return for our farm 
products is yet some distance off. 
Railroad communication between our 
city and San Francisco will be effect­ 
ed not later than October, and about 
that time the farmers will realize from 
their crops; hence our conclusion is 
that we may anticipate a return of the 
flush times late in the Fall or about 
the beginning of Winter. Meantime, 
ail should sail close to the wind. The 
times are not propitious for rash in­ 
vestments or venturesome specula­ 
tions. To go slow is an almost sure 
way to avoid advancing backward. 
We have no cause for complaint, and 
those who feel iuelined to murmur 
should read the following extract from 
a letter written in the interior of Penn­ 
sylvania under date of the 15th inst.: 
“ Times are awful. Hundreds and 
hundreds of men can tiud nothing to 
do, and it is getting worse all over the 
East. Railroads are discharging hun­ 
dreds of men; mills are closing down, 
and merchants are falling every­ 
where.”

but name) into direct competition 
with his efforts to earn a livelihood, 
to build up an aristocratic class of 
oligarchs in our midst, created and 
maintained by Chinese votes; to give 
tbe negro and Chinaman the right to 
vote and hold office; and that its pas­ 
sage would be inimical to the best in 
terests of our country; in direct oppo 
sition to the teaching of Washington, 
Adams, Jefferson and the other foun 
dersof the Republic; in flagrant viola­ 
tion of the plainest principles upon 
which the superstructure o: our liber­ 
ties were raised; subversive of tbe 
dearest rights of the different States, 
and a direct step toward anarchy and 
its natural sequence, the erection of an 
empire upon the ruins of constitutional 
liberty.

Dslallt •f’SSeneral Crook’s Battle H i 111 
tbe Imllane. 
N e w Y o r k . June 24th.—A special 
from General Crook’s camp on Goose 
Creek, via Fort Feltermau to-day, 
gives the details of a big fight between 
the troopg and the Sioux. The latter 
were about 2,500 strong, uuder Sitting 
Bull, and the troops were 1,300 strong, 
under General Crook. She fight last­ 
ed five hours. Thetroops had reached 
the head waters of Rosebud Creek, be­ 
tween high bluffs, on tlie night of tbe 
17th, and formed into a hollow square 
In anticipation of a night attack, as 
signs of the Sioux had been seen. 
There was, however, uo demonstra­ 
tion and the march was resumed at 
5:40 a . m. in two columns. The troops 
had proceeded nearly eighteen miles 
down the valley, when a sudden halt 
was made at a signal of Snake Indians, 
who galloped up from the front shout­ 
ing Sioux! Sioux! Firing began at 
once. Tbe friendly Indians collected 
their bands quickly and the Crows 
Hang their war songs. In a moment 
all the Crows and Snakes rushed in 
the direction of the Sioux witli savage 
yells. Gen. Crook wished to attack 
with the troops first, but the Crows 
could not be restrained. The Crows 
and Snakes made the Smux rapidly 
recede. Capt. Kane’s infantry ad­ 
vanced to thecreBt of ridge and opened 
fire. The Crows and snakes then be­ 
gan to be both pressed by the Sioux 
and were beateu back before them. The 
Sioux had taken up a ma%terly posi­ 
tion. Capt. Noyes’ Cavalry charged 
the Sioux to the north aud dismounted 
and poured two volleys into them. 
Capt. Mills’ Cavalry then moved for­ 
ward ahead of Noyes’ command and 
charged them still further. His men 
laid down and maintained a steady 
fire for half an hour again-t the crowd 
of coucealed Sioux. SkirmiHhers of 
the Crows then made another charge, 
but were again driven back. The 
Sioux now became bold aud crept for­ 
ward, ready to make a dash, when 
Mills’ command again drove them 
back. Tbe Sioux gave him several 
heavy volleys and then broke and ran 
from the bluffs. Geu. Crook’s aid-de- 
camp then delivered the command to 
cease firing and advance directly north 
along the stream to the Sioux 
village, two miles off, but the order 
was countermanded The command 
pursued tbe retreating Sioux four 
miles. After some further firing the 
order was given to fall back and con­ 
centrate for a general advuuce. This 
proved disastrous, as the Sioux held 
the highest ground aud poured a de­ 
structive fire on the troops. The re­ 
cruits behaved bravely. While tbe 
order was being performed 9 men were 
killed by the Sioux, and 20 wounded. 
The Crows and Snakes at this critical 
moment made another charge and 
fought the Sioux nobly. As soon as 
ajunction was effected the Sioux be­ 
gan to yield. The infantrv drove 
them from tbe high bluffs The 
Snakes pursued them several miles. 
At one o’clock the tiring ceased and 
tbe troops fell back to the point where 
the battle began. The Crows deter­ 
mined to return home being dissatis­ 
fied with the support received from 
the troops. The Sioux committed 
some horrible attrocities on the field. 
Nine soldiers were killed and wound­ 
ed, aud 18 Snakes were killed and 
wounded. A number of the Sioux 
were killed. Many of the dead and 
wounded Sioux were carried off.
